It was at first intended ‘that the 
powerhouse should be an integral 
part of the.dam, but this was found 
to be undesirable, and the founda- 
tions of this structure are now being 
laid behind a coffer dam a little dis- 
tance. downstream. Huge pipes, 
wide enough to,run o Singapore 
trolley bus through, will lead the 
water from the dam to the power 
installation’ of three turbine units, 
eachdeveloping 12,000 hp., and a 
very pretty little problem in trans.

" A Malayan Beauty Spot, 

When’ the schemo i is finished Chen- 
deroh will become one of the beauty 
spots "of Malaya. .The dam will 
create a Jake fifteen miles long by 


three wide at its widest point, and 


its shores, fringed with jungle, will 
be so“indented that they will mea- 
suro two: hundred miles around. 
Nine hundred kampong dwellers will 
have to go elsewhere, and the pro- 
blem of their settlement ‘on other 
land is not an casy one for the Land 
Office to. solve. A rubbor estate will 
be cut nearly in two by the invad- 
ing water, and its road, factory, and 
coolic lines. will be submerged. 
Sevea thousand acres ‘of virgin 
jangle have to be felled and burned 
in twelde months. and that is be- 
lieved to be tho biggest’ single job 
of its kind ever tackled in this 
country, The lake will be suitable 
for sailing, rowing, and swimming, 
and it is likely to bo a:popular holi- 
day resort in the future. 
Power For The Mines. 

And now for the practical aspect 
of the scheme.

Cables And Substations, 

The main:. tragsmission cables, | 
which will run south from the 
dam 2d Ipoh and Batu Gajab, will 


deliver the “current to. six sub- 


stations, and from.these ‘substations 
secondary lines will run out to nine 
smaller’ substations located ‘in «the 
mining areas, the. mines being 
served by. tertiary lines running out 
from the latter stations. There will 
be one hundred and ten: miles of 
Primary cables and sixty miles of 
secondary’ cables, running along 
hundred-foot’ lanes and carried on: 
seventysfoot stecl towers, so that 
there is a somewhat complicated job 
of surveying ond land acquisition to 
-be done. the company have obtnin- 
ed the ‘most modern plant and the 
best of technical advice with.s view 
to keeping the price of eurrent down 
to the minimum.

A carpet of 10,000 roses lined ,the 
road from the Church of the Holy 
Family to Mount Carmel Cemetery 
as the body of “Diamond Joe” 
Esposito, Chicago's * best-loved 
gangster and ‘politician, was taken 
to its last .resting-place. 

Two aeroplanes piled with’ roses 
marked the route to the cemetery 
with falling blossoms as thousands 
lined the strects in the rain, weep- 
ing-.and praying for the lost leader. 

Not even the scathing remrark of 
Capt. Q’Grnady, the chief of the 
detectives, that. Esposito had “ the 
filthiest record”’’ of sny man he 
knew held .back the ctowds—who 
poured into the church, 

The body lay in a gleaming silver 
casket, which cost £2,000, eurround- 
ed by "solt satin, 

Senators And Indges. - . 


Two Senators and four judges 
were present as Father ‘William 
Murphy. preached  -sermon extol 
ing the great charity of the Italian 
immigrant. His only reference to 
the murder of Esposito was that 
4,000,000 people’ of Chicago - were 
shocked and horrified by the dat- 
tardly cruelty of that cowardly 
“deed. 


Mrs. Esposito was present with 


her. little girl, but. her ‘boy . was at’ 


home ill with scarlet fever. It. was 
hie child's illness ‘that determined 
Esposito ‘not-to heed warnings that 
he should Ieave the city ‘before the 
danger became acute... 

Twenty-five motor:cara. full of 
flowers were part of the procession,
